Gun Exploded on American War
Vessel While at Target Prac-
tice in Cuban Waters,

FIVE OF THE CREW KILLED

Excellent Judgment Was Shown
and Prompt Action Pre-
vented Other Explo-
slons Taking Place,

the scene of the explosion.

Magnificent discipline was shown by
the officers and crew of the battleship.

The survivors of the gun's crew when
reascued were burned, mutilated and
neéarly dead. One man whose clothing
waus on fire jumped overboard.
